_ Following the arrest of Max Pappas 
in connection with the Vendome Hotel 
mystery the police Friday began a city- 
wide search for a relative of Max Pap- 
pas. 

This man’s initials are P. K. P., the 
same as the initials on the watch and fob 
which were pinned to Mrs. Max Judell’s 
Jacket when she fell or was thrown 


from a third-story window of the Ven- 
dome Hote] abaut 3:30 a. m. Tuesday. 

The man who is being sought is known 
to have frequented saloons and coffee 
houses in the neighborhood of Sixth 
end Elm streets, but has not been seen 
there since Monday, 50 far as the po- 
lice have learned. 

Dr. Kolos Papalambres was taken to 
police headquarters from a coffee house 
at Sixth and Elm streets Friday and 
questioned as to whether he knew any- 
oné who might thréw light on the mys- 
tery. He easily convinced the police 
thet he had no knowledge which would 
be valuable to them and was released. 

Dr. Papalambros has an office in Mad- 
Yson, Tli., and lives at 721 North Garrison 
avenue. He told the police that it Is 
cvrnmon for Greeks with long and unpro- 
nounceable names to adopt the name 
Trappas, which is the Greek word for 
‘priest. 

Buckingham Waiter Held. 

Max Pappas, held on order of Detec- 
tive Chief Allender, is a waiter at the 
Buckingham Hotel. He was arrested 
Thursday because his last name was the 
game as that signed on the hotel Treg- 
ister as that of Mrs. Judell’s escort, and 
because in some respects, the police 
think he answers the. description of 
the man who fled from the hotel just ‘be- 
fore Mrs. Judell was found dying in the 
alley.

AN ARRESTED 
HERE AS MEMBER 
UF NEW BLACK HAND 


Passenger Picked Up at Union 
Station Is St. Louisan Once 
Stabbed 42 Times. 








Pe:legrino Scagiia, 26 years old, was 
arrested near his home, 1996 Cooper 
avenue, Friday afternoon, a short time 
after his arrival at Union Station from 
New York. The arrest was made at 


the telegraphic request of the New York 
police, who charge Scaglia with com- 
plicity in a mysterious murder commit- 
ted' there last Sunday morning by the 
assassins known as the “Black Hand 
Musketeers.”’ 

Bartoldi Cardinali, 33 years old, was 
killed by the ‘Musketeers’’ as he was 
sitting at the window of his second- 
story apartment at 324 
first street, New York, shortly after 
midnight. The fatal wounds in his head 
and neck were inflicted by slugs from 
two old-fashioned muskets. 

Cardinali was taking ‘off his shoes, 
preparatory to retiring, wren he was 
shot. 
escaped death from the missiles. 

Third of Series. 

The New York dispatches requesting 
Scaglia’s arrest stated that the murder 
was the third mysterious killing in 
which a member of the Cardinali fam- 
ity had been the victim. Within the 
past two years, the dispatches stated. 
John Cardinali, Bartoldi’s uncle, and 
Jee Cardinali, Bartoldi’s brother, had 
been killed in the windows of their 
homes at night by musket slugs. Thei« 
homes were in Brooklyn. ! 

Detectives, after the tragedy of last 
Sunday morning, searched the building 
opposite Bartholdi Cardinaldi’s apart- 


‘ment, to find the room from which the 


shots were fired. In the room within 
direct range of the victim’s window. 
they found two double-barreled muskets, 
of 16 bore, and a,quantity of slugs to 
fit them. The floor was strewn with 
cigarette stumps. 

Denies His Guilt. 

The nature of the evidence which led 
the New York police to ask for Scag- 
lia’s arrest is not known to Chief Young. 
Scaglia would make no statement after 
his arrest, save to admit that he had 
just come from New York, and that he 
was the man named in the New York 
dispatch, and to deny knowledge of the 
musket murder. 

The train on which he arrived at noon 
was met by Patrolman Grogan, who 
followed Scaglia to the neighborhood 
of his home and arrested him as he 
stopped in a saloon... 

Scaglia was the victim of a myste- 
rious assault the night of March 14 last 
in the “Dago Hil!” netghborhood, near 
hia home. Two men attacked him and 
stabbe@® him @ times. Twelve of the 
wounds were in his head and neck. He 
was near death in the city hospital for 
weeks. On his recovery he ieft St. 
Louis. 

The police have been informed thats o 
few days before the assault, a well- 
dressed stranger called on Scagiia at 
his home, and was seen later in his 
company, disappearing just before the 
assault. ;

Japanese Sea Fighter Escorted to 
New York City Hall by 100 
Mounted Policemen.

NEW YORK, Avg. 4.—Admiral Count 
Heihaciro Togo, sea fighter and coni- 


queror of the Russian fleet in the Russo- 
Japanese War, made ready today for 
the formal amenities of his 12 days 
visit to the United States, Admiral 
Togo reached here late last night from 
Eingland on the Lusitania and was wel- 
comed down the bay by representatives 
of the Government at Washington and 
the Japanese Government here and 
breught to this city on the derelict de- 
stroyer Seneca. 

Passengers on the Lusitania, which 
docked today, told of several incidents 
of the voyage in which Admiral Togo 
figured. 

Not the least interesting was the giv- 
ing of his autograph to a little girl, 
who asked him in English-and received 
the coveted prize through the secretary 
of the Admiral. 

Admiral Togo had the misfortune to 
drop his purse in the washroom of the 
ship one day. It contained valuable 
documents and £10. The purse was 
found by a traveler who returned it at 
once. The Admiral was intenSely pleased 
that his papers had been recovered. 

Escorted by 100- mounted policemen, 
Admiral Togo went in an automobile 
trom his hotel to city hall this fore- 
noon to visit Mayor Gaynor. With him 
was his aid, Commander Taniguchi, 
third assistant Secretary of State Hale 
and Capt. Potts of the United States 
Navy. 

‘An immense crowd which thronged the 
City Hall Park cheered Admiral Togo 
and his party as they alighted from 
their automobile. The Admiral: was 
Cressed in a full white duck uniform. 
He nodded a smiling acknowledgment 
of the reception. 

The party was escorted to the recep- 
tion room.in the City Hall Building, 
where, after a delay of severaWNminutes, 
the: were taken to Mayor Gaynor’s pri- 
vate office.

stood around like a lot of awkward 
boys trying to express their sympa- 
thy.. Police Magistrate Walter im- 
mediately fixed her bail at $100. A 
dozen hands dug into pockets and 
flourished bills toward the Clerk, and 
the prison doors swung open. 

Trying to Educate Him. 

Police Commissioner Sullivan and 
Chief of Police White took her to her 
mother, who was waiting amid a 
erowdtof joyful neighbors at her 
home. 

Mrs. Langley Is a stenographer, and 
she was supporting herself and her 
husband, while endeavoring to fix 
him to take the civil service exam- 
ination for firemen.

Wiggs’ reply, O’Brien said, was to the 
effect that he thought Mrs. O’Brien had 
divoreed her husband. The husband ac- 
cepted this explanation and Wiggs’ 
promise to cease writing, but he 
watched his wife more closely. A few 
days later he found another letter in 
her wardrobe, containing even more ex- 
pressions of love, and alluding to the 
hugsband’s telegram.

The second missive read: 

St. Louis, Mo., July 16, 191l—My 
Love: You are my love now and 
will always be, whether or no. There 
is no way for any iiving soul to keep 
me frem loving you. Always know, 
my love, that I love you truly and 
only you. I have received and ap- 
preciated letters irom you—almost 
stood on my head ‘waiting for a jine 
from you, but the letter I received 
yesterday was the banner one of 
them all. How I read and reread 
your letters, but I think Iwill com- 
mit this one te memory. You say ' 
so many dear things, and, oh, how I 
love to read your love making. If I 
could only be with you once more. I 
will love you like you never have 
been loved, and you, even you, would 
be surprised the kind of love making 
you will get in the future from me.

first fatal case of the disease at the 
hospital in several years. The case of 
Butler following so soon -indicates :the 
gravity of the situation, Dr. Harris says. 
Assistant Health Commissioner Jordan 
has a list of persons who have been 
bitten by dogs this summer, which, -~he 
says, is much longer than such lists of 
previous years. 

Rutler is kept in a private room at the 
hospital. He hus all. the recognized 
symptoms of. rabies. His aversion to 
water is so great that the mere mention 
of it throws him into convulsions. The 
only treatment that can be given is 
morphine, to minimize his sufferings. 

Butier, who is a private watchman, 
was bitten by a bulldog while defending 
a cat from the dog’s attack Jast April. 
He had the wound cauterized at the 
time and was not taken sick until Tues- 
day. 

The danger of an epidemic, according 
to Dr. Harris, Hes in the increasing 
number, from year to year, of persons 
bitten by mad dogs. Every mad dog, in 
addition: to biting persons, bites other 
dogs and these.may. go mad months 
afterwards. Dr. Harris says that un- 
less something is done there will be a 
still greater increase of the number of 
| persons bitten by rabid dogs next year 
and more fatal cases of rabies.

Tells of Leap From Car. 

“From what I can hear, it is my 
opinion that she killed herself; Only 
about two weeks ago a man named 
Dougherty, who accompanied her on 
many occasions, told me that they 
were both drunk the night before, 
and while on a Grand avenue car she 
suddenly declared she was tired of 
living and jumped off the moving car. 

“He said she rolled all over the 
street, and people who saw it thought 
she was badly hurt. When they 
picked her up it was found that she 
was uninjured. Others have told me 
that she had threatened many times 
to end her life.’’

INQUIRY INTO 


CATTLE FREIGHT 
RATES PLANNED 


Commerce Board Investigation 
Will Involve 162 Railroads 
in Middle West. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—A general 


investigation into freight rates on live- 


stock, packing house products and fresh 
meat in effect throughout the portion 
of gountry west, south and southwest of 
Chicago today was ordered by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 

The proceeding will begin at Oklahoma 
City on Sept. 11. 

The inquiry will be a wide one. It 
wiil affect directly not only the _live- 
stock and packing house product rates 
throughout the Central West, but also 
tnose east of Chicago and west of Den- 
ver. 

Cattle Men Complain. 

The respondent railways number 162. 
The investigation is based on complaints 
of the rates filed with the commission by 
the Railroad Commission of Oklahoma. 
ths Texas Cattle Raisers’ Association, 
the American National Livestock Asso- 
ciation and others interested in livestock 
and meat product shipment. Incidental- 
ly, commercial rivalry between two sets 
of meat packers in Chicago enters into 
the case. 

In view of the great importance of 
several proceedings -heretofore in- 
stituted, it was decided by the commis- 
sion to consolidate them into one case. 
It was regarded as next to impossible 
39 to adjust the rates as to insure parity 
of charges throughput the territory by j 
the consideration and dispositon of indi- 
vidual cases. ’ 

A determination, therefore, was 
reached that ‘iin order to remove al] 
unlawful rates and practices, it is nec- 
essary that the scope of the hearing 
should be broadened so as to include 
rates from all points of origin of live- 
stock in the states of Texas, New Mex- 
ico, Oklahoma, Louisiana, Arkansas, 
Coiorado, Kansas and Missouri to the 
livestock markets at Fort Worth; Okla- 
homa City, Wichita, Kansas City, St. 
Louis, Omaha and Chicago and other 
points, in order to place all producing 
points and consuming points of pack- 
ing-house products and fresh meats on 
a just, reasonable and non-discrimina- 
tory basis.”’ 

Purpose of Inquiry. 

It ig indicated by the commission that 
the purpose of the inquiry is not only 
to secure a parity of rates, but to es- 
tablish by definite order rates which 
the commission shall regard as reason- 
able and not unjustly discriminatory. 

Hearings of the case will be held by 
the commission at several points in the 
Central West, including probably be- 
sides Oklahoma City, Kansas City,°Fortr 
worth and Chicago. 

A final determination of the commis- 
sion’s proceeding is not expected before 
next spring.

She was without money and 
I have been assisting her financially 
since that time. I collected the evi- 
dence on which the claim was based. 

“This is not the first tinfe I have 
financed actions and claims against 
the Unted Railways, but I will not 
say that is the reason for this war- 
rant against me..

“T cannot give the exact nature of 
Miss Bogatsky’s injuries, though she 
was hurt about the back and hips.

“Later the woman's daughter came 
to and told me her mother had 
been offered $250 by the United Rall- 
ways for a statement, but that if we 
would pay her mother a like sum, she 
would refuse to make the statement 
for the company. I ordered the 
daughter out of my office. 

“Miss Bogatsky is not my house- 
keeper. We were boarding in the 
same house when the woman who 
conducted it left us alone there. We 
remained, but I have been endeavor- 
ing to get a woman to take charge of 
the place. 

“T am not at alt concerned about 
the charges against me, and I can say 
that at the proper time J will produce

‘Interne Reports Woman Took 


Child Away From Institution 
Against His Advice. 





Edward Begley, 4-year-old son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Patrick Begley, 1223 North 
Twenty-fourth street, died Thursday at 
his home from burns received three 
weeks ago. He was under treatment 
until Saturday at the city — hospital. 
His mother says she believes his death 
was hastened by neglect at that in- 
stitution. 

The child was on an errand when he 
found a sulphur match. He struck it 
and it ignited his clothing and hé was 
severely burned from the waist, up. 
Mrs. Begley accompanied him to the 
hospital and asked to be permitted to 
stay there and assist in’ nursing him. 
One of the doctors, she says, asked her 
if she thought the hospital could 
afford to feed both her and the child. 
She protested that she did not expect 
the institution to feed her, but was 
not permitted to remain. 

Complaing of Inattention, 

She, however, visited the hosp‘tal 
every day, and says that the child 
received so little attention that its 
condition became offensive. She de- 
clares Edward was not given enough 
to eat and that women patients of 
the same ward told her that the boy’s 
cries for attention and food were so 
heartrending that they wept in sym- 
pathy. One night, they told her, he 
cried two hours for the nurse and ro 
attention was paid to it. 

Dr: Rohlfing, an interne, was in 
charge of the case. When Mrs. Beg- 
ley went to the hospital Saturday to 
have the child taken home he asked 
her to leave the patient there. He 
said he had. been ill a few days and 
had not been able to give the boy ris 
personal attention. She insisted on 
removing Edward and was required 
to sign a statement relieving the hos- 
pital of responsibility. 

When the boy was taken home he 
was placed under the care of Dr. O. G. 
Gibson of Jefferson avenue and Dick- 
son street. Mrs. Begley says that on 
the removal of the bandages, which, 
she says, had not*’ been renewed for 
days, the child was found to be in 
bad condition. After treatment by Dr 
}ibson the boy’s condition was no 
longer offensive and his sufferings 
were less. 

Dr. Gibson declined Friday to dis- 
cuss the case for publication, pn the 
ground that he did not desire a con- 
troversy with the hospital authorities. 

Dr. A. H. Sewing, resident physi- 
cian, said Friday Dr. Rohlfing had re- 
ported to him that the child had re- 
ceived the best of attention. The boy’s 
injuries, he said, were severe, and the 
frequent renewal of bandages was not 
advisable. He had not permitted Mrs. 
Begley to remain at the hospital with 
Edward because of the crowded con- 
dition of the ward. He said he ad- 
vised against the removal of the child 
Saturday, but Mrs. Begley had in- 
sisted upon it.

Solicitor of Department of Agri- 
culture Testifies He Is the 
Judge. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—George P. 
McCabe, solicitor of the Department 
of Agriculture testified today pnefore 
the House Investigating Committee 
that it was on his recommendation 


and not Dr. Wiley’s that all prosecu- 
tions for violations of the pure food 
law Avere ordered or refused by the 
Secrétary of Agriculture. 

The extent to which Dr. Wiley, the 
Government's chief chemist, whom

The food and drugs _ inspection 
board, of which Dr. Wiley, Dr. Dun- 
lop.and McCabe were the members, 
and which formerly determined what 
prosecutions were to be made, has 
virtually ceased to exercise any con- 
trol over these matters,” McCabe said. 
This was done by “general order 110,” 
which is likely to become famous be- 
fore the present investigation of the 
agricultural department is ended. 

“Has Dr, Wiley any authority now to 
recommend prosecution for violations of 
the pure food law?’’ asked Davis. 

“The Bureau of Chemistry collects the 
samples, makes the examination, and 
then sends the case to me,’’ said Mc- 
Cabe. 

“Isn't it a fact that the whole matter 
is passed up to you and that you deter-

The padded payroll belongs to the routine of 
graft. It is a habit to pad payrolls. The habit 
is of long-standing.

Millions have been taken from the pub- 
lic yearly by the simple process of putting on 
public payrolls men whose work is not needed, 
even if they make a pretense of doing it. 

That sort of padding goes on under Civil 
Service regulations in spite of every test of 
fitness. It may never be practicable to elimin- 
ate it wholly. It can be minimized. When pay- 
rolls are padded with those who do no work at 
ell, that can be proved as a fact and dealt with 
as a fraud. As a manifest and open fraud, it 
challenges the enforcement of law. It should 
increase the population of the penitentiary.

WOODEN SHOES PREVENT HOOK- 


WORM. 
From the Medical Record. 

Arnold calls attention to the fact, re- 
peatedly noted in Europe, that hook- 
worm infection is principally a problem 
dealing with certain occupations, rather 
than an imcubus upon the whole rural 
population—as appears to be the case 
in the Southern States. He believes this 
difference is due to the greatest ef- 
fiency of the footwear in Europe. 

The machine made shoes of America 
are attractive and cheap, but they have 
very -poor wearing qualities, and what 
is the chief deficiency in the present dis- 
cussion—shoes with sewed welts are 
never watertight. It is known that 
sand and dirt will penetrate the com- 
mon shoe. This fact is conceded by 
those engaged in tanning and dying, for 
they almost always wear, while at work, 
shoes with wooden bottoms. 

The peasantry of Southern Europe and 
many domestic and ordinary laborers 
use these wooden soled shoes. The shoes 
are not the ordinary clogs. They are al- 
most indistinguishable from ordinary 
shoes, the only modifications being that 
a slipper may be worn inside to pro- 
tect the sock. The author believes that 
if it were possible to popularize the use 
of such shoes in this country there 
would be a much more efficient protec- 
tion against hookworm infection.

SIMON, DEPOSED 


PRESIDENT OF HAT 
SAS INTO EXI 


Rival Rebel Armies Occupy Capi- 
tol and Another Conflict 
Is Expected. 


By Associated Press 
PORT AU PRINCE, HAITI, Aug. 4.— 





Gen. Antoine Simon sailed last night for 
Kingston, Jamaica, the refuge of Haiti's 


that he was unanimously elected Presi- 
dent of the black rebublic, boomed a 
doleful farewell. He follows in the 
wake of Nord Alexis, whom he over- 
threw in the last month of 1908 and 


had driven into exile with his deposed | 
chief and Gen, Antenor Firmin, a rival | 
for the presidency, whom he placated 
by sending him as Mii:tister to Cuba. 

So the wheel has gone round. Nord 
Alexis ruled for six years. On Dec. 3, | 
1908, Simon, then at the height of his 
popularity, led an overwhelming revolu- 


of the country from tyranny. 


hind him. 
Predecessor Died tn Exile. 

Nord Alexis, who had found safety on 
the French cruiser Duguay Trouin, later 
bearded the German steamer Sarnia 
and rroceeded to Kingston, where, em- 
bittered agaiust his countrymen, he died 
in the spring of 1910. To the last he 
refused to admit that he could under- 
stand the hostility of the people. 

“They always cheered me when I ap- 
peared in the streets,’”’ he was wont to 
eay, mournfully, ‘and I have always 
labored for their good.” 

With Simon disposed of, attention has 
turned to his successor and there is 
much uneasiness regarding the future. 
Gen. Leconte and Gen. Firmin both are 
avowed candidates for the presidency. 
They head rival revolutionary armies. 
Neither leader has arrived at the capl- 
tel, but the followers are in possession 


two parties is far from friendly. 

The danger now is that neither gen- 
eral will be disposed to retire in favor 
of the other, and that the issue must 
be fought out. 

Committee of Safety. 

The diplomatic corps is doing every- 
thing possible to avoid a conflict. To- 
day they held a conference to decide on 
a committee of public safety satisfac- 
tory to all factions, to whom the secur- 
ity of the capital may bé_ entrusted. 
The first committee chosen was made 
up equally of Lecontists, Firminists and 
neutrals, 21 in all. This was not satis- 
factory to the Firminists and a new 
committee, in which they had the larg- 
est representation, was formed. Some 
of the members refused to serve, and 
a third attempt to conciliate all parties 
was necessary. Just now the followers 
of Firmin are in the majority in the 
city, but Gen. Leconte, with a large 
army, is approaching. 

Early last evening Simon, accompa- 
nied by his daughter Clementine, who 
has remained at his side since he left 
the palace, and a handful of follow- 
ers, with their baggage, were trans- 
ferred from the American schooner 
Bradford C. French to the Dutch 
steamer Prinz Nederlanden, and an 
hour later the vessel sailed for Kings- 
ton. As the vessel passed out of the 
harbor and Simon had what may 
prove to be his last view of the cap- 
ital the three Haitien warships gave 
him a parting salute. 

The night passed with comparative 
calm.

PRESIDENT OF HA 
SAS INTO EXILE 


Rival Rebel Armies Occupy Capi- 
tol and Another Conflict 
_Is Expected. 


By Associated Press 
PORT AU PRINCE, HAITI, Aug. 4.— 
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SIMON, DEPOSED | 





Gen. Antoine Simon sailed last night for | 
Kingston, Jamaica, the refuge of Haiti's 
fallen heroes, as the warship 17 Decem- | 
bre, which took its name from the day 
that he was unanimously elected Prest- | 
dent of the black rebublic, boomed a 
doleful farewell. He follows in the 
wake of Nord Alexis, whom he over- 
threw in the last month of 1908, and 
he leaves the capital in the possession 





chief and Gen, 
for the presidency, whom he placated 
by sending him as Miitister to Cuba. 

So the wheel has gone round. Nord 
Alexis ruled for six years. On Dec. 3, 
1908, Simon, then at the height of his 
popularity, led an overwhelming revolu- 
tionary army into Port au Prince and

had driven into exile with his deposed , 
Antenor Firmin, a rival | 





was everywhere proclaimed as a savior 
of the country from tyranny. He ap- 
peared to have the country united be- 
hind him. 

Predecessor Died tn Exile. 

Nord Alexis, who had found safety on 
the French cruiser Duguay Trouin, /ater 
boarded the German steamer Sarnia 
and rroceeded to Kingston, where, em- 
bittered against his countrymen, he died 
in the spring of 1910. To the last he 
refused to admit that he could undér- 
stand the hostility of the people. 

“They always cheered me when I ap- 
peared in the streets,’’ he was wont to 
eay, mournfully, “and I have always 
labored for their good.”’ 

With Simon disposed of, attention has 
turned to his successor and there is 
much uneasiness regarding the future. 
Gen. Leconte and Gen. Firmin both are 
avowed candidates for the presidency. 
They head rival revolutionary armies. 
Neither leader has arrived at the capil- 
tel, but the followers are in possession 
of the city and the feeling’ between the 
two parties is far from friendly. 

The danger now is that neither gen- 
eral will be disposed to retire in favor 
of the other, and that the issue must 
be fought out. 

Committee of Safety. 

The diplomatic corps is doing every- 
thing possible to avoid a conflict. To- 
day they held a conference to decide on 
a committee of public safety satisfac- 
tory to all factions, to whom the secur- 
ity of the capital may bé entrusted. 
The first committee chosen was made 
up equally of Lecontists, Firminists and 
neutrals, in all. This was not éatis- 
factory to the Firminists and a new 
committee, in’which they had the larg- 
est representation, was formed. Some 
of the members refused to serve, and 
a third attempt to conciliate all parties 
was necessary. Just now the followers 
of Firmin are in the majority in the 
city, but Gen. Leconte, with a large 
army, is approaching. 

Early last evening Simon, accompa- 
nied by his daughter Clementine, who 
has remained at his side since he left 
the palace, and a handful of follow- 
ers, with their baggage, were trans- 
ferred from the American schooner 
Bradford C. French to the Dutch 
steamer Prinz Nederlanden, and an 
hour later the vessel sailed for Kings- 
ton. As the vessel passed out of the 
harbor and Simon had what may 
prove to be his last view of the cap- 
ital the three Haitien warships gave 
him a parting salute. 

The night passed with comparative 
calm. Occasionally the report of a rifle 
was heard, but the lawless ones were 
held pretty well in check. 

The German marines who were landed 
from the crufser Bremen remain on 
shore and the German minister has 
made it known that he will hold as 
many armed men in the city as the 
situation requires. 

It is unlikely that an attempt to con- 
stitute a provisional government will be 
made until Leconte and Firmin arrive.
